LOS ANGELES — President 
Ronald Reagan’s chief spokesman 
heaped sarcastic praise Wednesday 
on Barbara Honegger, the Justice 
Department official who quit in 
protest over the administration’s 
sex discrimination policies, for tbe 
“important role” she played as a 
bunny at the White House Easter 
egg roll 

Miss Honegger resigned Mon- 
day from a project team charged 
vnth reviewing statutes that may 
discriminate against women. She 
declared the program a “sham” be- 
cause her reports bad been ignored 
by the White House. 

“The last time ) saw her she was 
the Easter bunny at the White 
House Easier egg roll" said Larry 
ML Speakes, Mr. Reagan’s spokes- 
man. “I think she was playing an 
important role as a volunteer in tbe 
Eaker egg roD to make sore that all 
the visitors to the White House had 
a good time.” 

It’s quite an admirable thing to 
do,” said Mr. Speakes. “It’s not 
easy to dress up m that hot bunny 
suit. I’ve never done it and Fm 
ashamed to admit it” 

Miss Honegger was not immedi- 
ately available for comment. 

Mr. Speakes’s remarks followed 
by one day a characterization of 
Miss Honegger as a “low-Ievd 
munchltin” by a Justice Depart- 
ment spokesman, Thomas P. De- 
Cair. She was paid 537,000 annual- 
ly at the department. 

Asked whether there was an or-

Marcos Names

MANILA — President Ferdi- 
nand E. Marcos appointed a fact- 
finding commission composed of 
judges Wednesday to investigate 
the slaying of his long-time politi- 
cal rival, Benigno S. Aquino Jr. 

The memboship is not likely to 
satisfy members of the Aquino 
family and opposition politicians, 
who have said they hoped to see 
nongovernment figures and experts 
approved by the family chosen for 
the investigation. 

A presidential statement 
that the commission would mate 
“a free, unfimiied exhaustive 
investigation into all aspects of the 
tragedy.” The commission will re- 
port directly to the president. 

Some members of the opposition 
political group, the United Nation- 
alist Democratic Organization, 
bare questioned tbe government’s 
ability to conduct an impartial in- 
vestigation into the ateKdnHtim 

and have said the choice of investi- 
gators should be made with the 
‘ approval of Mr. Aquino’s famOy.

All are generally regarded as 
friendly to the president and are 
not known as dissenters in cases 
involving government policy. 

Mr. Aquino, 50, was shot to 
de at h Sunday afternoon as be 
stepped off an airplane ax Manila 
Internationa] Airport The govern- 
ment has said that a still-unidenti- 
fied gunman shot him in the back 
of tbe head. 

The slayer was promptly killed 
by airport security men, the gov- 
ernment has said. Almost no evi- 
dence surrounding the Filling hm 
been made public. 

Mr. Aquino, a persistent politi- 
cal critic of Mr. Marcos, had spent 
three yeas in sclf-anposed. exk in 
the United States and was return- 


ing to the Philippines to press for a 

return to democratic institutions. 

Mr. Marcos said in a television 
interview Monday night that the 
killer might have had accomplices, 
and it is generally considered im- 
probable by most observers that a 
man without assistance could have 
gotten dose enough to Mr. Aquino 
to shoot him in the head. There 
were a number of airport security 
officers on the scene. 

Meanwhile, the UJS. Embassy 
confirmed that U5. authorities 
hare been asked by the Philippine 
government to help trace the pistol 
said to have been used by tbe man 
and in identifying his fingerprints. 
The fatal weapon was said to hare 
been a U.S.-inade Smith and Wes- 
son .357-caliber Magnum. 

Mr. Aquino’s wife, CorazAn, and 
five children arrived from the Unit- 
ed Stales Wednesday. They were 
taken to the Aquino famQy home in 
suburban Quezon City, where 
thousands of people hare filed past 
Mr. Aquino’s body in the past three 
days. 

■ Reagan Urged to Caned Trip 

Two members of the U.S. House 
of Representatives called for Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan to cancel his 
visit to the Philippines and to sus- 
pend U.S. aid to that nation until 
the completion of an investigation 
into Mr. Aqmno’s assassination.

U.S. Incremingly Worried by French Plan to 'Lend’ Jets to Iraq

WASHINGTON — France’s plan to “fend” five 
missile-equipped attack jets to Iraq is causing growing 
apprehension in Washington, where officials fear that 
Iraq’s stalemated three-year war with Iran could 
spread to the entire Gulf region if the plana attack 
Iranian oil ports or tankers. 

The Reagan administration, through diplomatic 
channels, has made what U.S. officials describe as 
“polite inquiries” to the French Foreign Ministry in an 
effort to learn more about the plan and what tbe 
French expect from tbe planned arms transfer. 

The plana involved axe Super Etendard jets 
with highly accurate Exocet missiles. The Eiendard- 
Exocet combination was used by Argentine pOois last 
year to rink two British sh i ps in the Falkland Wanda 
war, 

U.S. officials said there have been some discussions 
with the French but no detailed response has been 
received. France has never publicly confirmed the 
plan. 

Officials in the White House and the State Depart- 
ment said there has been no confrontation with 
France over tbe matter nor any pressure applied an 
the government of President Frangais Mitterrand. 

Iraqi pilots are still being trained to fly the Super 


Etendards in France and U.S. officials speculate that 
it may be a few more months before the transfer can 
take place. 

But one senior official said the “whole idea of 
sin k ing a tanker in the Gulf is regarded very seriously 
by us." 

“We would like to see less activity of the kind that 
could canse this to happen,” he added, 1 “and providing 
these things is not particularly hdpfnL” - 

Still, he said, theFrench “mil do what they want to 
do” 


The main focus of study in Washington, according 
to officials, is wbailhe United States would do if Iraq 
used the plana to attack Iranian oil-loading facilities 
or tankers and ban retaliated by trying to block all 
tankers from the Gulf. 

Such a move by Iran could seal off Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and the United Arab Emirates, which are 
major suppliers to the West and which have beat 
providing financial help to Iraq. 

The French arrangement with Iraq, reportedly 
worked out secretly in May, was disclosed June 24 by 
the Paris newspaper Le Maude. 

A few weeks later, Iran announced that if France 
provided the planes, Iran would “destroy the security 
of the Persian GnlF and “make it unsafe for even one 
ship to enter or exit." 


Although Iran's armed forces — like Iraq’s -—have 
been severely weakened by the long war, U.S. special- 
ists said that Iran probably still has enough American- 
built aircraft, plus torpedo boats and mines, to halt 
shipping in the Gulf if such moves were unopposed 
Tnat raisa the question of whether the French fleet 
in the Indian Ocean would act to keep tbe Gulf open- 
and whether they could do it without the U.S. Navy. 

Iran's threat and the current presence of French 
forces in Chad, where they are attempting to prevent 
farther gains by rebels backed by Libya, have led some 
specialists to believe that France may have second 
thoughts about actually delivering tbe planes. 

In the first instance, the West’s oil is at stake: In the 
second, it is possible that Mr. Mitterrand could get 
into more political trouble at home by appearing to 
involve France militarily in too many places. 

The Super Etendards are no longer in production, 
so France would have to lend tbe plana to Iraq out of 
its stockpile of about 60. 

In many ways, the French dilemma reflects the 
difficulties faced by countries that are major arms 
suppliers. Concaved as a maneuver to bring pressure 
to end the war, the plane transfer could escalate iL 
France is Iraq’s arms supplier, having replaced 
the Soviet Union in that role. 

The moderate Arab oil states all fear an Iraqi 
collapse, which would strengthen Iran's refer. Ayatol- 


lah Ruhollah Khomeini, and his Islamic fundamental- 
ism. Yet they also fear a desperate move tty Iron 
provoked by the plana. 

France; to which Iraq awes about S5 bUEon for 
weapons and numerous projects being developed by 
French contractors in Iraq, would also like to see the 
war end so Iraq can pay its debts and French workers 
can keep working there. 

The United States, which has remained officially 
neutral, also would not like to see an Iranian victoiy 
but is likewise wary that an Iraqi escalation could 
jeopardize larger interests. 

Tbe Iraqis have long had Exocet missiles, but they 
can use than only on hehcoptere that do not have the 
range to reach key Iranian targets and that are vulner- 
able to anti-aircraft fire. The Iraqis have other French- 
built planes, but it is the specific Etendard-Exocet 
combination that is the only really effective use of the 
missile , nffirials said. 

That combination, in the hands of well- trained 
pilots, is capable of putting the Ir anian oil facilities 
out of business, U.S. specialists said, putting the 
Iranians in the same financial straits as the Iraqis. 

The progress of tbe war thus far suggests that 
neither side tanks out especially skfflfo l military 

maneuvers, the specialists said, but that does not mean 
that a successful Iraqi air attack is impossible.

Mr. Arens repaid the call a 
day later to dramatize the start of 
what he called “definitely a dia- 
logue” with the Bethlehem mayor.

A study by the University of Minnesota 
Graduate School of Kwntwg Administration 
found ihat banks would have difficulty surviv- 
ing after two days if they were completely with- 
out their computers. Distribution companies 
could last 33 days, mannfarhirmg companies 
43 days and insurance companies 5.6 days. 

So far, h is difficult to point to a specific 
company dial has gone out of business because 
of computer failures. But computer disasters are 
not unco mmon ■ 

Among the recent examples: 

• Daring a heavy stonn in February, (he roof 

collapsed on a data center of fee Mazda Motors 
Corp- of America in Compton, de- 

stroying a large IBM comp a rer. Mazda was able 
to recover by quickly transforming 1,500 square 
feet (135 square meters) of conventional office 
space into a computer room and searching night 
and day antd it found replacement equipment. 

• A transformer exploded in May in tire base- 
meat of the San Francisco headquarters of the 
Dd Monte Corp., spraying hazardous chemicals 
into the stairwells and ventilation system. Al- 
though. Dd Moats’* computer room on the 
second 'floor was not harmed, the company 

could not use its computers because people were 
not allowed into the <«nn»min»iwt building. 


The one thing we determined we had to do to 
keep the company in operation was to get that 
computer ru nni ng," said Mark Gutscfae, a Del 
Monte spokesman. Because the stairwells were 
contaminated, a new door had to be drilled 
through the outside of the building to allow 
access to the computer room, and eventually the 
computer itself had to be moved out of the 
building. 

• Someone broke into the Paramos, New Jer- 
sey, office of Paychex Inc. last New Year's 
weekend and destroyed the computer disks con- 
taining all Ibe company’s data and also £D the 
backup copies of the disks. The office does the 
payroll and tax reports for more than 1,300 
companies, which have a total of 95,000 employ- 
ees. With all the data on all those companies 
wiped oat, the company was helpless. 

Fortunately, because it was the end of the 
year, the company had started printing out year- 
end reports and was able to keypunch data from 
the paper reports back into the computer. 

“If they had done it a week earlier, they would 
have put os out of business," said a company 
official. It cost the company 5100,000 to recov- 
er. Even so, the company lost 112 customers, 
and for weeks some of the paychecks it i pwwf 
were inaccurate. 


Despite such events, experts estimate that 
only 10 percent to 25 percent of companies that 
depend heavily on computers have adequate 
disaster recovery plans. 

The assumption many people have in the 
computer area is it’s not going to happen to 
me,” said Robert P. Santis, president of EDP 
Security in Waltham. Massachusetts, a consul- 
tant in the field. “If senior management knew 
what was happening they’d be shaking in their 
boots.” 

Nevertheless, interest is growing steadily as 

-computers continue to expand their scope in the 
corporation. 

The comptroller of the currency has been 
p u s hing banks to adapt backup plans. In a 
circular issued late in June, the rfwrf na tion al 
bank examiner ordered bank directors to dis- 
cuss and review once aycar their bank's position 
on computer contingency planning. 

Earlier this month, the California Bankers 
Association issued guidelines to its member 
banks advising them on how to cope with an 
earthquake. The associations said that 00 c of its 
banks had forecast that if it lost a data center, 
the economy of California would be hurt after 
three days, tbe economy Of the United States 


after five and the economy of tbe world after 
seven. 

Experts say several factors are needed for an 
adequate disaster recovery plan. One is a place 
to store backup copies of vital records. One can 
always get a new computer, given enough time, 
but data such as customer lists and accounts 
receivable cannot be replaced. 

Tbe Iron Mountain Group has four sites for 
storage, containing up to four mill io n tapes, as 
weD as many paper and microfilm records, 
which are stored in vaults. Some customers will 
not even allow electric lights in their vaults, for 
fear of an electrical fire. 

Some companies send new tapes daily of the 
latest day’s transactions, so that if a computer 
tape is destroyed tbe next day, they have only 
one day’s work to reconstrnct/Wheo a company 
is in need of one of its backup tapes, Iron 
Mountain w31 make an emergency delivery, 
which happens at least once a day. 

In addition to storing data, companies also 
need a backup computer. Some companies buy 
memberships in “hot sites," where a computer 
stands ready and waiting for use. 

Companies pay up to $7,500 a month for the 
right to use the sites in an emergency, with extra 
fees for actual use.

Krakatoa is thought to have 
qected less than four cubic mDes of 
ash, which in turn was 60 times 
more than was blown out of Mount 
St Helens in 1980 (its eruptions in 
A.D. 1300 and 1900 B.C were larg- 
er). 

One of the biggest eruptions 
known to have occurred in what is 
now the United States left as its 
residue the deeply eroded caldera 
that covers most of Yellowstone 
Park in Wyoming. Two million 
years ago the great volcano qected 
an estimated 600 cubic mDes of 
material, traces of which are found 
as far east as the MissUsipi Valley 
and as far south as the Gulf Coast 
of Texas. 

That eruption was followed by 
others until 70,000 years ago. There 
is evidence of a large accumulation 
of magma beneath Yellowstone, as 
there is at Mono Lake, but no signs 
Of an imminen t eruption.

Sex Ratios: A Clue From Kangaroos

F OR more than half a century sd enlists have 
debated why ratios of male to female offspring 
vary at different times in populations of humans and 
other animals. For example, it has been reported that 
women in lower socioeconomic groups, presumably 
under greater stress, bear more girls than boys. 

Such tilting of sex ratios, some specialists believe, is 
a mechanism for the survival of species. It has been 
proposed, for example, that some animals, such as 
caribou, produce more female offspring when food is 
short because a weakened female is more likely to 
produce offspring than a weakened male who must 
contend with other males to mate. 

The latest observations come from two researchers 
in Australia. They report that in some kangaroo popu- 
lations a substantial excess of one sex, in this case 
males, is found in the pouch during periods of severe 
drought. In fact, the sex ratio appears closely correlat- 
ed with local rainf all. 

“We cannot yet say what cause-effect relationships 
are likely to be involved in generating these trends, or 
what mechanisms are implicated," their report says. 

It is possible that the sex imbalance arises from 
death in the womb. According to Judith H. Myers of 
the Institute of Animal Resource Ecology at the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia in Vancouver, one due to 
prenatal mortality of one sex would be a reduction in 
total productivity of offspring. 

Her thesis is that “poor environmental conditions 
will lead to production of tbe cheaper sex,” meaning

frequency of the operation “peaked around 1975, then 
gradually declined, nothing dramatic.”

Two studies of 1,161 red kangaroos showed that 
during dry spells as many as 130 males were born for 
every 100 females. A study of 420 eastern gray kanga- 
roos found a ratio of l36to 100. 

Studies of other kangaroo populations have so far 
shown no such tDt. The researchers said, however, 
that, the ratios seen “in tbe two species of kangaroos 
for which we have sufficient data for analysis is a 
strong indication that they are not fortuitous, and may 
be found in other species.” 

Miss Myers said the slight preponderance of girls 
born to human mothers under stress was weD estab- 
lished, since the statistics were so extensive, but that 
tbe difference was veiy smalL Tbe difference is usually 
attributed io the slightly greater motility of sperm 
carrying the male or “Y” chromosome. 

In nature. Dr. Charnov said, the tilt apparently can 
go toward either sex, depending on conditions in 
v hiefa the animals are living. But, he added, the 
literature is fuD of conflicting reports. 

Another explanation offered for an excess of fe- 
males in populations under stress has been that newly 
fertilized eggs impregnated by a male sperm are more 
vulnerable to genetic defects. If the male chromosome 
is damaged, there is no replacement. If the egg has 
been fertilized by a sperm bearing the female, or “X," 
chromosome, then the egg has two X chromosomes, 
one from each parent, providing a backup. 

The Australian finding s were reported by CN. 
Johnson and PJ. Jarman of tbe University of New 
England in Armidale, New South Wales. They were 
published in the Australian-New Taalanri journal 
Search.

The GM-Toyote Deal 


The joint venture between General Motors 
and Toyota, to assemble cars in a former GM 
assembly plant in Fremont California, is a 
symbol of how much the rates of business have 
changed in the past several years. Among other 
things, the joint venturers were reluctant to 
honor the contract with the United Auto 
Workers or to hire in order of seniority (he 
UAW members who used to work for GM at 
the Fremont plant. One of the reasons GM 
sought the joint venture was to team about 
Japanese manufacturing methods, including 
labor procedures. No longer does a major 
American company assume it knows or can 
learn by itself everything worth knowing about 
putting cars together and getting the best out 
of its employees. And no longer does a major 
American union assume it can impose all the 
gains it has won in collective Karg^ining. 

The GM-Toyota joint venture also shows 
how the fate of American business, and partic- 
ularly of the auto industry, over the past 
several years has changed our view of the 
ami trust laws. Not so long ago it would have 
been taken for granted that any combination, 
even a temporary and limited one like this 
joint venture, between the largest U.S. manu- 
facturer and the largest importer was illegal. 
Practical businesses would probably not have 
sent this particular flag up the pole because 
they would have been sure no one would 
salute- But today we are not so sure. 

Ford and Chrysler are arguing that it vio- 
lates the antitrust laws, and they obviously do 
not want to see big competitors like GM and 
Toyota — now No. I and No. 3 in world auto 
sales — get together. Some members of the 
Federal Trade Commission, which is consider- 
ing whether there is as antitrust violation here, 
thinir there is. 


But others reportedly do not Historically, 
joint ventures between companies that might 
otherwise be competitors have been allowed 
when they seem to be the only way a particular 
enterprise can be financ ed or when the tech- 
nology is beyond the capacity of any one 
company alone to develop. But the technology 
of assembling autos is not mysterious; what 
GM wants to learn is better ways to organize 
manufacturing and deal with its labor force. 
That these can plausibly be seen as things 
American auto companies cannot team % 
themselves is strong testimony of the weakness 
and complacency of this industry ova- past 
decades. (Toyota's motives are almost entirely 
commercial: to produce more cars for the UJS. 
market than Congress and the administration 
would otherwise permit, without the invest- 
ment of buying or building a plant here.) 

The scuttlebutt is that the FTC is divided on 
this issue 2 - 2 , with the deciding vote held by a 
member whose term expires Sept. 25 and who 
is unlikely to be reappointed- That may or may 
□ot be true; rumors abound in these matters, 
and on difficult issues of this sort commission- 
ers can reasonably change their mind s The 
Reagan administration has generally been 
ready to condone practices other adntinistra- 
tions would have labeled antitrust violations. 
It is important to understand, even if the GM- 
Toyota joint venture ends up being upheld by 
the votes of Reagan appointees, that such a 
decision would result not simply bom a differ- 
ence in administration philosophy. There is a 
recognition that American businesses are com- 
peting in a world and not simply a U.S. 
market, and it is the ramifications this joint 
venture has for competition in the world mar- 
ket that merit the closest concern.

Argentina’s Amnesty 


In the late 1970s thousands of Argentines, 
perhaps as many as 30.000, disappeared. Most 
are presumed to have been kidnapped and 
killed by the military. Thousands more were 
tortured' and much personal and business 
property was seized. 

This was all part of the "dirty war," the 
campaign against armed terrorism. It began 
because the elected government could no long- 
er cope with audacious attacks by leftist and 
Peronist gangs. But tire repression gained a life 
of its own, consuming civilian government and 
then rule of law itself. 

Yes, private terrorism was extinguished, but 
terror became a policy of state. To belong to a 
leftist party, to be a Jew, to have a child active 
in studem politics all meant to be in danger of 
becoming one of the '‘desapareddos" — the 
“disappeared.” A rival's commercial jealousy 
or a neighbor's social enmi ty could provoke 
denunciation and death. This was a cure more 
awful than the terrorist disease itself. 

The nightmare is now over. A new dvflian 
government is scheduled to be elected this fall 


and installed early next year. But the military 
remains determined to protect the terrorists in 
its own ranks. It is reported that the ruling 
junta is preparing to declare an amnesty ab- 
solving all who followed, or gave, orders in the 
prosecution of the dirty war. For good mea- 
sure, those convicted or accused of civilian 
terrorism would also be absolved. 

Victims of the state terrorism are outraged 
and have taken to the streets. To forget and to 
absolve is to have suffered the ordeal in vain, 
and leave open tire horrifying possibility that it 
might all happen *garn Finn and compassion- 
ate justice, not amnesty, is the way to purge 
this monstrous demon bom Argentine fife. 

Most of the leading presidential contenders 
have promised they would annul any such 
amnesty, even though to do so could risk 
provoking a new military coup. They are right 
to run the risk. 

Anything less might well mean that the new 
democratic experiment in Argentina will soon 
become another one of the disappeared.

Hong Kong's Choices 

The Hong Kong government is clearly wor- 
ried by the latest communist Chinese outburst 
over the future of the territory. 

Earlier, the communist leaders said Peking 
would reassert its sovereignty at an appropri- 
ate time, so the disclosure of a definite date is 
something new. Whether this date had been set 
during the recent negotiations is unknown, but 
Peking has taken it upon itself to do it now. 

The communists, for the past several 
months, have been applying a kind of psycho- 
logical warfare on people in Hong Kong. And, 
it seems to be working in some quarters. So far, 
neither London nor Hong Kong has been able 
to counter the barrage of propaganda the com- 
munists are stuffing down their throats. 

.And because of Britain's self-imposed si- 


lence on the matter, many in Hong Kong have 
been persuaded that their future will be dictat- 
ed according to Peking's wishes alone and that 
London will either rubber-stamp the so-called 
agreement or communist China will take uni- 
lateral action. 

The view that Hong Kong is inseparably 
part of communist China is not the issue; tire 
issue is the type of administration that can best 
ensure its value as a continuously viable eco- 
nomic machine in the long-term future, for the 
people of Hong Kong.

The Andropov Proposals 

Soviet Communist Party chief Yuri Andro- 
pov has proposed to the U.S. a total abolition 
of antisatellite weapons and their new produc- 
tion.

And that is 
far from unusual in the troubled his- 
tory of U^.-Philipptne relations. 

Mr. Aquino, the most eminent of 
Mr. Marcos’s many eminent foes, 
was shot dead as be stepped from his 
plane after a three-year U. S. exile. 
Qad in a bulletproof vest, fatalistic 
about the end he suffered, Mr. 
Aquino was in government custody. 
You have to be pretty naive not to 
suspect foul play. Yet Americans, of 
all people, knowhow random assassi- 
nations can be. 

Mr. Aquino's place in Philippine 
politics was not without ambiguity. 
But unless his record and utterances 
are extraordinarily deceitful be was a 
Jeffersonian democrat, chaflengjng 
Mr. Marcos to live up to the demo- 
cratic tradition he has thwarted for 
nearly 15 years. In him the “July 4” 
tradition ran deep and strong. 

The act of having him shot at the 
airport seems, on tbe face of it, a bit 
too brazen for Mr. Marcos. He has 
treated Mr. Aquino (who used to be 
accused by the extreme hfe of being 
Mr. Marcos’s stooge) with an odd 
mixture of vindictiveness and solici- 
tude. He had him tried and con- 
demned to death cm dubious charges, 
then commuted the sentence, then 
imprisoned him, then freed him to 
undergo heart surgery in Texas.

Mr. Aquino was an idealistic dem- 
ocrat, surer than many that the values 
of freedom are the best antidote to 
Philippine fragmentation. The Phil- 
ippines have been in one state ctf ; 
or insurgency after another 
ont the 85-odd years of the American 
connection — from Aguinaldo in 
1899 to the Muslims of the south 
islands today. 

The care of the Philippine connec- 
tion from our end has always de- 
manded a certain ju^ing of interests 
and values. American investment 
tbereis substantial and boomed even 
after Marcos overthrew the constitu- 
tion in 1972. Oark Held and Subic 
Bay remain the anchors of what re- 
mains, after Vietnam, of US. mili- 
tary power in Southeast Asia. 

Accordingly, recent US. presi- 
dents have found it advisable to react 
mildly to the pleas of Mr. Marcos’s 
critics, and indeed to the occasional 
insolence of Marcos and his wife 
Imdda (“minister of human ecolo- 
gy”). He has overthrown Philippine 
constitutionalism; he has flirted in- 
termittently with such unsavory char- 
acters as Libya’s Colonel Qadhafi; 
and he is constantly blackmailing the 
United States for higher rent pay- 
ments for the military bases. 

The Carter administration tried 
the artful straddle, coupling slig ht 
cuts in aid, and hnmn-n rights pres-, 
sure, with concessions cm the status 
of the bases. 

Its present successors, rather typi- 
cally, muted the In m u^ H^ty agita- 
tion and took a tet-sleepiog-dogs-he 
approach. Far from distancing itself 
from Mr. Marcos, it actually congrat- 
ulated him (in the words of Vke 
President Georgia Bush) oa his “dedi- 
cation to democratic principles. " 
Certainly, more could be said of 


the prinkxples than of the practice. 

In partial Hrfumag of all this timid - 
ity, it was fashionable, four years ago, 
to worry that Mr. Marcos might crash 
as disastrously as the shah in Iran — 
with sumterconvegnmcrafor Ameri- 
can fortunes and interests. 

The fear was probably exaggerat- 
ed. The Philippines, overwhelmingly 
Roman Catholic, seem unlikely prey 
for tbe seizure by clerical fundamen- 
talism. Bm no LLS. president, even in 
tbe face of Mr. Marcos's foolishness, 
has ventured to say anything that 
might jeopardize the military Leases. 
Seeping dogs have been left to fie. 

It is, of course, a familiar tale in the 
annals of U.S. foreign policy, and to 
some degree — given that we cannot 
always pick or control our clients — 
inevitable. But the Aquino assassina- 
tion, whoever is responsible, is a re- 
minder that deference to dictators 
can be risky as well as demeaning. 

The leases on US. bases will have 
to be renegotiated in less th an a de- 
cade. Mr. Marcos is neither perpetual 
nor i m m o rtaL It is time to pay more 
attention to (be grievances of his op- 
ponents, sharpened as they now will 
be by a creel martyrdom.

Rdchardt, Wells Fargo’s chairman 
and chief executive officer, called 
the agreement “shocking.” He did 
not say whether Wells Fargo, the 
13th-largest U_S. bank holding 
company, would take its offer di- 
rectly to BanCal holders by mount- 
ing an unfriendly takeover battle. 

Ghanncey E- Schmidt, rhairmpn 
and president of BanCal, said 
Tuesday that the Mitsubishi offer 
had beat under negotiation for sev- 
eral months and that the Wells 
Fargo bid came too late to overturn 
the transaction with Mitsubishi. 

“With the Japanese, you have to 
conduct yourself on a very fair and 
even plane,” Mr. Schmidt said. 
“We nearly had a handshake- We 
frit comfortable. Our shareholders 
want to close as quickly as possi- 
ble.” He added: “With all the un- 
certainties in the market, who 
knows what might have happened” 
with the Wdls offer. 

Wells Fargo may have difficulty 
prevailing should it take its offer 
directly to BanCal shareholders 
through a tender offer because 
three directors, who together con- 
trol about 42 percent of the compa- 
ny s stock, endorsed the Mitsubishi 
bid. 

Mr. Schmidt, for one, said he 
thought *lt would be way difficult” 
for wdls Fargo to win a majority 
of BanCal shares to its offer. 

The BanCal directors favoring 
the Mitsubishi offer include two 
prominent French bankers, Ed- 
mond de Rothschild, who owned 
30 3 percent of the stock as of April 
30, and Jean-Marc Vemes. G.C 
Kariweis of Switzerland is the oth- 
er. 

Wdls Fargo raised its cadi offer 
early Monday evening to $53 a 
share, or S29&9 tthIH oti, after it 
received no response to its initial 
bid of $52 a share, delivered that 
mtinring. Mhsubishrs offerwasfor 
$50 a share, or $282 nrillin n. 

BanCal is parent of the Bank of 
California, the 68th-largest bank in 
the United States, with $3 J billion 
in assets. The bank is the eighth 
largest in California. The Mitsubi- 
shi move, if approved by share- 
holders and regulatory authorities, 
would be the largest purchase of an 
A m erican bank by a Japanese 
bank. 

BanCal has brandies in Wash- 
ington State and Oregon that were 
opened before federal laws prohib- 
ited such brandies, and for that 
reason it had in recent years been 
considered an attractive acquisi- 
tion target fay banks seeking to ex- 
pand to other states.

U.S. Silicon Chip Business Booming 
After Heavy Expenditures of 1982

SAN JOSE, California — A year agio the U.S. 
semiconductor industry was losing money, partly be- 
cause of price cutting by Japanese competitors and 
partly because of heavy spending on new plants and 
products. 

The large outlays seemed a risky gamble to some 
analysts, but the makers of electronic computer chips 
are reaping a huge payoff. New carders have doubled, 
to $800 million a month from last year's low in 
October. The pace of orders is so strong that they havt 
exceeded shipments by 50 percent through the 
summer. 

Prices have rebounded as well, with the industry 
mainstay, 64K dynamic RAMs, or random access 
memory chips, going for $5 to $6 apiece, up from as 
low as $3 a year earlier. Profits are also climbing 
smartly. 

“We think the industry is resuming the wdl-estab- 
Hshed growth rate of 20 percent per year,” said Thom- 
as Hmkriman. executive director of the Semiconduc- 
tor Industry Association. 

Most executives and analysts in San Jose said they 
expected the gap between orders and shipmen ts to 
narrow as production bottlenecks abate. They added 
that, with orders coining steadily from many segments 
of U.S. business, they expected semiconductor output 
to thrive as long as the economy remained healthy. 

“This industry could be at the threshold of one at 


the best cycles in its short history,” said Michael J. 

Krasko, a technology analyst and special tinrited part- 
ner with LJF. Rothschild, Unterberg, Towbin. 

“The upturn is quite stronger than anyone expect- 
ed,” said Gary P. Arnold, vice president for finance 
and chief financial officer of the National Semicon- 
ductor Cop. “Some customers are on their hands and 
knees looking for product.” 

By most accounts the delays are caused not by lack 
of plant space or equipment but by assembly opera- 
tions, most of which are in Indonesia, Malaysia and 
the Philippines. Workers, mostly young women* pack- 
age chips there by hand in a tedious procedure that 
requires a microscope for fixing the minute silicon 
chips and hair-thin aluminum wires onto standard 
frames. 

A few companies, such as Motorola Inc. and Texas 
Instruments, are building fully automated plants in 
the United States, bat most manufacturers are hiring 
new employees and rnnning mare shifts overseas. 

“It takes about six months to get production bugs 
worked out and tram people,” said Stephen P. Kauf- 
man. executive vice president of Arrow Electronics 
Inc, a major electronics parts distributor. “That’s 
what we think we’re going through now.” 

Industry officials say some spot shortages could 
continue, depending on the products involved. Ken 
McKenzie; associate director of semiconductor re- 
search at Dataquest Inc. in San Jose, said, for example,

One year ago this week, Mexico 
sent shock waves through the fi- 
nancial c ommuni ty when it an- 
nounced it could not make any 
principal payments on its foreign 
debt of aboot $80 billion. 

Separately, Brazil's leading bank 
creditors were to meet in New York 
Wednesday amid signs of a possi- 
ble new financing and debt restruc- 
turing package for the country, 
bankmg sources said. 

The meeting follows talks held in 
Br asilia last week between Brazil's 
top finance officials and the most 
senior members of the banks' advi- 
sory committee. Planning Minister 
Antonio Ddfim Netto also met the 
International Monetary Fund’s 
managing director, Jacques de Lar- 
oafere, in Paris. 

In Brasilia Tuesday night, a cen- 
tral bank spokesman said Carlos 
Langnni, the central bank's gover- 
nor, would be attending the meet- 
ing in New York. 


On Monday, Brazil announced 

that it had suspended payment of 

$8 billion of its estimated 590-bil- 
lion debt to the 14 Western creditor 
nations of the Gub of Paris, which 
handles requests for the reschedul- 
ing of geveramem- 1 o government 
debt. 

In Paris on Tuesday Mr. Ddfim 
told reporters that BraztTs suspen- 
sion of debt payments to its foreign 
lenders was not an indication it 
would never repay the debt, only a 
moratorium until it can renegotiate 
terms. 

Brazil has run up about $2 bil- 
lion of arrears on its foreign debt 
since the IMF and commercial 
banks slopped disbursing loans 
earlier in 1983. They did so because 
Brazil failed to meet economic tar- 
gets prescribed in its S4.9-biHion 
agreement with the IMF. 

Banking sources in New York 
said it remained unclear what pro- 
gress must be made towards a new 
IMF pact before banks will release 
the rest of their 54.4-billion loan. 
An IMF official said a letter of 
intent had been agreed, but Mr. de 
Larosifrre has not yet endorsed it 
publicly and the IMF board has 
not yet approved it. 

One authoritative basking 
source said: “We need to be sure 
that we have a signed, sealed and 
delivered IMF agreement before 
we open the purse.” 

Brazil has said it plans to re- 
schedule payments falling doe 
through 1984 to commercial hanks 
and to governments. The govern- 
ment debt involved, to be resched- 
uled through the Gub of Paris, to- 
tals some $2 billion and the bank 
debt totals S5.1 bfllion. 

Brazil will also seek a substantial 
amount of new money, but the 
banking sources said the precise 
sum is still not dear.

The agreement sets the fare for a 
midweek roundtqp between New 


York and London at $398, 27.5 
percent lower than the current 
$549. 

Airlines also will cut the round- 
trip fare between Los Angetes-San 
Francisco and London by 15 per- 
cent to $679 from $799. 

A spokesman for British Airways 
in London said the new agreement 
also sets increases ranging from 25 
parent to 17 peroenL 

Airline officials b»h the dis- 
counted faxes will apply to travel 
between Nov. 1 ana Dec. 9. 

A representative of Trans Wcdd 
Airlines said the agreement “sim- 
ply was a compromise. It came 
about over two or three days of 
intense haggling.” 

Other airline officials said they 
believed the lares between New 
York and London were an "overre- 
action" to a $149 one-way fare of- 
fered by People Express Airlines. 


Britain Pasts 
Deficit in July

LONDON — Britain posted 
a trade deficit of £350 inQUon 
($533.4 nriHhm) in July after an 
Upward-revised £162 million 
surplus in June, (he Depart- 
ment of Trade and Industry 
said Wednesday. 

The June surplus was earlier 
reported as £123 million. 

The current account, the wid- 
est measure of trade perfor- 
mance, showed a £100 million 
deficit in July from a £412 mil- 
lion surplus in June, which was 
revised Upwards from £373 mil- 
lion reported last month For 
the first seven months of the 
year, the current account 
showed a surplus of £478 mS- 
iioo. 

The department said exports 
declined to £4.73 billion m July 
from June's £5.1 1 bfUkm, while 
imports increased to £5.08 bil- 
lion from £4.94 bQlkm in June. 


Bonn’s Trade Surplus Falls in Month

BONN — Provisional data show 
West Germany’s trade surplus do* 
dined to 2.1 billion Deutsche 
marks ($796.1 million) in July from 
a provisional 3.9 billion DM in 
June, government sources said 
Wednesday. 

The trade account showed a sur- 
plus of 3.8 billion DM in July last 
year. 

The federal statistics office is due 
to publish trade and current ac- 
count figures for July later this 
week. 

Commercial bank economists in 
Frankfurt said that if the figures 
are confirmed they would throw 
into question forecasts of a record 
West German trade surplus for the 
full year. 

On Monday, Gerhard Stolten- 
berg. West Germany’s finance min- 
ister, said the nation would post a 
trade surplus of 60 billion DM for 
the year. 

One economist, a specialist on 


foreign trade, said July’s 1 1 billion 
DM surplus was 700 million to 800 
million DM less than he hud been 
expecting 

In contrast to Mr. Stolten berg's 
prediction, the specialist on foreign 
trade said he doubted the 1983 
trade surplus would match last 
year’s record 51.3 billion DM. 

The July figures are difficult to 
analyze because of factory dosings 
for vacations, economists said. Us- 
ing normal methods for seasonal 
adjustment, July’s 2.1 billion DM 
surplus would be equivalent to a 
surplus of about 2.8 billion DM, 
wdl down from the 4J3-biUion 
DM adjusted total for July 1981 

The economists estimated that 
West Germany’s July results would 


show a current account deficit of 
about three billion DM, compared 
with a 1.9 billion DM deficit a year 
earlier. 

Separately, the West German 
Economics Ministry said Wednes- 
day that trade between East Ger- 
many and West Germany totaled a 
record 7.9 billion Deutsche marks 
in the first half of 1983. 

This was a 16- percent increase 
over the 6.S billion DM recorded a 
year earlier. 

Trade developed unevenly be- 
tween the two Germanys during 
the first half, giving West Germany 
a surplus in the period of 724 mil- 
lion DM in contrast to a deficit a 
year earlier of 278 million DM.

Toyota Sees a Difficult Year Ahead 

TOKYO (UP1) — Toyota Motor Corp., Japan’s largest automaker, 
said Wednesday that it expects a difficult year ahead because of stiff 
competition at home and protectionist moves abroad. 

The prediction came in a corporate report announcing earnings of 
201.3 billion yen ($829 nriflion) on sales totaling 43 triffion yen for the 
business year that ended in June. It was the first annual earnings report 
since Toyota absorbed its independent sales arm, Toyota Motor Sales 
Co., in July of last year. 


Bleak, Group Says 

LONDON — Britain is not on 
the road to economic recovery and 
anexnpkrymenl win remain at re- 
cord levels far at least mother 18 
months, the independent Institute 
of Economic and Social Research, 
said Wednesday. 

Growth in output wfil fall to 1 
percent next year from nearly 2 
percent this year, the group pre- 
dicted, and prices of imports will 
continue rising. 

The report also said that Brit- 
ain's inflation rate, which Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher’s Con- 
servative government cut to less 
than 4 percent in its first four years 
in office, will rise to 7 percent to 8 
pacat by the end of next year. It 
said there could be no significant or 
sustained cut in Britain’s 13-per- 
cent unemployment rate without a 
“fairly substantial policy stimu- 
lus.”

U.S. Official 
Sees Ending 
Of Crop Plan

WASHINGTON — Agriculture 
Secretary John R. Block, citing ex- 
* tensive drought damage to this 
■ year’s ora and sorghum crops, has 
expressed further doubts that there 
wiD be another payment-in-kind 
program next year far cam and 
. other feed grains. 

Appearing briefly on a U3. 1 
Chamber of Commerce television 
. program on Tuesday, Mr. Block 
^indicated that the 1983 crops of 
com and other feed grains would 
not be large enough to provide 
enough excess grain to give to 
farmers who reduce their plantings 
- next year. 

The droughi, however, has had 
little effect on this year's wheat 
crop and Mr. Block already has 
announced a 1984 program to en- 
courage reduced planting of wheat 
that would include a payment-in- 
kind option. 

Bnt department policymakers do 
not expect payment-in-kind pro- 
grams on next year’s cotton or rice 
crops, William Lesfaer, the chief 
economist, said later on Tuesday. 

Mr. Block said that, despite a 
1983 com crop that is expected to 
be at least 38 percent smaller than 
1982’s record output of 8.8 billion 
bushels, there was a large carryover 
from last year and there is expected 
to be no shortage of grain after the 
harvest ends in October. 

“But the drought is making it 
more unlikely,*’ be said, “that we 
wiD have enough to offer feed-grain 
growers a payment-in-kind pro- 
gram on the 1984 crop." 

Mr. Block expressed similar 
doubts last week after a tour of the 
major corn-producing areas of the 
Midwest 

A final decision on the program 
is to be made after the August corn 
arid sorghum estimate is diwtraari 
Sept 12, as Agriculture Depart- 
ment sp okesman said later.

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Japan’s economic growth looks likely 
to be led by exports again 


33% real g rowth in 
flawatl 1982 

The strong domestic demand 
of the first quarter in fiscal 1982 
is no longer perceptible in the 
Japanese economy, and the 
real GNP growth in the Janu- 
ary- March quarter of this year 
was a trifling 03% ta 0.7% 
annual rate). As a consequence 
the real growth rate in fiscal 
1982. ended March 31 this year, 
was 3.3%, the same as in fiscal 
1981. Although the growth rates 
in fiscal 1981 and fiscal 1982 
were the same, the factor that 
propelled the national eco- 
nomy's growth changed (see 
Figure). Whereas in 1981 an 
increase in exports contributed 
more than 80% of (he growth, in 
fiscal 1982 private consump- 
tion, recovered after three 
years of stagnation, accounted 
for 70% of the growth. How- 
ever, it seems that the pattern 
of economic growth shaped by 
domestic demand is already 
changing. 

The quarter-to-quarter real 
GNP growth was 0.2% in the 
first quarter of this year. 
Whereas the net exports con- 
stituted a plus factor, con- 
tributing 0.5% to the growth, 
private demand served as a 
minus factor to pull the growth 
down by 0.4%. The overseas 
current surplus was attributed 
U) the steppage of the down- 
trend Df exports as well as to the 
continued shrinkage of imports 
caused by sluggish domestic 
demand. 

After continuing Lo dwindle 
throughout last year, exports 
rebounded after January to a 
higher level than before. 
Exports in February began 
climbiig above the previous 
year's level on a customs clear- 
ance basis and in May on a U.S. 
dollar basis also. 

Growth of exports is attribu- - 
table to sharp increases in ex- 
ports to the United States and 
Southeast Asia of business 
machines, semiconductors and 
other high-technology products. 
Although car exports are brisk 
in the EC markets, on the 
whole they are still below the 
previois year's level Experts 
of steel and Ships, on a U.S. 
dollar basis, have been 20 to 
30% less than a year earlier. 


Thus we see a marked dis- 
parity between product 
categories in their export per- 
formance. Seasonally adjusted 
exports in April and May rose 
only slightly over the January- 
March level, slowing down the 
pace of increase. Letters of 
credit received in May also 
stayed at about the same level 
as in April making it difficult 
to hope for a substantial 
recovery. 

On the other hand, imports on 
a U.S. dollar basis have been 
decreasing by a double-digit 
figure from the 1982 level. Ibe 
primary reason for this is the 
drop in the crude oil price and a 
lower volume or oil imports, 
which decreased 1.8% in the 
October-December quarter of 
last year, 11.6% in the January- 
March quarter of 1983 and 
10.2% in the April-May period 
from the corresponding periods 

a year earlier. 

As a result the seasonally 
adjusted trade surplus in April 
ballooned to 92,700 million, 
which by far exceeded the 
January-March average of 
92,100 million. Should the trade 
surplus keep increasing at the 
current pace, it would exceed 
the government's projection df 
920,000 million this year by 
about 910,000 million. 

Cwsuwption and capital 
investment coolin g off 

The movement of domestic 
demand is extremely lax and 
slow. On a GNP basis, private 
consumption expenditure in the 
January-March quarter in- 
creased at a 2.1% annual rate 
in real terms over the preced- 
ing quarter, far behind the 9% 
registered in the ApriUIune 
quarter of last year. 

According to a household in- 
come and expenditure survey, 
real consumption spending of 
all households in fiscal 1982 was 
2.4% above that of the 
preceding fiscal year. How- 
ever, growth in the Marcb- 
April period slackened and 
recorded a scant gain of 0.8% 
over the same period of 1982. 
Large retail store sales 
recorded an Increase of 2.4% in 
March and 2.5% in April over 
the same months .of 1982. 

Housing investment is low- 


keyed. The number of starts, 
which swelled in autumn of 1982 
because of the rush just before 
the revision of the lending 
terms of the Housing Loan 
Corporation loans, diminished 
drastically after the peak 
month of January and dropped 
in March and April below the 
respective 1982 levels. 

The low undertone of per- 
sonal demand reflected in 
consumption spending and 
housing investmait is attribut- 
able basically to the very small 
increase in wages (the wage 
hike won by workers this spring 
was a record low of 4.4%, and 
the increase in the summer 
bonus was also small) as well 
as to the increased lax burden. 
It is hard to expect the per- 
sonal-demand component to 
exert any bigger force to in- 
vigorate the economy. ' 

Investment by private enter- 
prises is losing vigor. According 
to the “Short-Term Economic 
Survey of Principal Enter- 
prises" conducted by the Bank 
of Japan in May, principal 
enterprises' plant and equip- 
ment investment plans for 
fiscal 1983 were revised down- 
ward 1.2% from the time of the 
previous survey in February 
and down 0.4% from the 
preceding year. Of the 20 indus- 
trial categories surveyed, only 
two, electric machinery and 
retailing, increased their plant 
and equipment investment for 
both fiscal 1982 and 1983. It is 
noteworthy that most of these 
investments were made for 
rationalization, labor-saving, 
and research and development 
Economic indicators related 
to production have begun to 
show slight movement in a 
situation marked by recovery 
of exports and sluggish domes- 
tic demand. Average mining 
and manufacturing production 
in the March- April period in- 
creased 1.9% over the January- 
February average, and 
producers’ inventory of 
finished goods shrank 2.0%. 
Hie inventory ratio Lo sales 
also dropped 2.5%, to the level 
of the October-December 
quarter of 1981, when business, 
appeared somewhat bright for 
a while daring the current 
recession, which has lasted 
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more than three years. The in- 
ventory ratio of consumer 
goods dipped conspicuously. 
However, the ratio for overall 
mining and manufacturing 
industry and that of capital 
goods are far above the levels 
of autumn of 1979, when the 
current recession had not yet 
started. 

To be sure, inventory adjust- 
ment is progressing, suggesting 
that the economy will pick up. 
However, it is inconceivable 
that a full-scale inventory 
buildup will occur in the near 
future. According to the Bank 
of Japan's Short-Terra Eco- 
nomic Survey, (he proportion of 
enterprises that consider both 
manufacturers' and distribu- 
tors' inventory still in excess is 
overwhelmingly high. Although 
there were violent month- lo- 
rn on th fluctuations, it may be 
concluded that production 
activities are showing positive 
moves, judging from the 1% 
rise in March and April of the 
manufacturing industries' 
operation rate over that of 
January and February. 

Easin g .corporate finance 
and bearish g overnment 
bonds 

Corporate demand for funds 
is still weak consequent to 
sluggish sales, progress in in- 
ventory adjustment, and a 
slump iu plant and equipment 
investment. Although there is a 
possibility of increasing 
demand for funds among some 


export-related industries, it 
seems unlikely that the overall 
lone or demand for hinds will 
change in the immediate 
future. Now that the easy- 
monetary policy has been in 
Torce for a long period, banks 
are assuming a positive at- 
titude on lending to enterprises. 

The market price of govern- 
ment bonds has slumped since 
late May, what with the 
rebound of interest rates in the 
UniLed Slates and the deprecia- 
tion of the yen's exchange 
value. As of mid-June the mar- 
ket price of 7.5%-interest-bear- 
ing government bonds was 
nearly ¥ l lower than the offer- 
ing price of new issues, pushing 
up their yield about 0.2%. With 
the issue of a total of ¥1,000 
billion ultra-long-terra (15 
years) government bonds, for 
the first time in June, the 
government will somehow be 
able to manage its finances. 

Japan is being exposed to 
blame from other countries for 
lacking effective measures to 
stimulate domestic demand 
while its trade surplus is snow- 
balling. The opportunity to 
lower the official discount rate 
has been lost because the yen's 
exchange value has dropped to 
hover at about Y240 to the dol- 
lar and because, led by the high 
yield of government bonds, 
domestic long-term interest 
rates still remain high. The 
root cause for ait this may be 
round in the large fiscal deficits 
of both the United Slates and 
Japan.

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Britain’s Hanson Trust: 
Low Tech, High Profit 

TmdtiwnrLoving Conglomerate Eyes 
A New U.S. Acquisition Within a Year

LONDON — High technology 
may be untiifoing many compa- 
nies these days, bat Britain's Has- 
son Trust is piling up profits on 
both sides of the Atlantic from low- 
tech, low-glamour interests such as 
footwear, gardening equipment, 
hot dogs and mthinnt 

A few mouths ago, Hasson 
stepped into another traditional 
business as it took control of the 
United Drapery Stores Group, an 
ailing British department and spe- 
cialty-store empire. 

*1180X00 is <me of the outstand- 
ing industrial management compa- 
nies .in the UJL,” said Hector 
Sants, as analyst for the London 
stodebrokerage Phillips & Drew. In 
June, Hanson announced record 
pretax earnings of £33.9 million

Martin Taylor, a Hanson direc- 
tor said: “Our watchword is perfor- 
mance; our raison cf&tre is to in- 
crease earnings per shared 

Hanson has increased its profits 
for the past 19 consecutive years. 
For 10 years, earnings per share 
and dividends have risen by about 
20 percent a year — twice the aver- 
age for British industry — while 
return on capital has averaged 26 
perc e nt and has never dropped be- 
low 18 percent. 

Founded in 1964, Hanson con- 
centrates oq baying and developing 
co mpanies with "basic and essen- 
tial services and products,” said 
Mr. Taylor. It shuns high-technol- 
ogy companies as takeover candi- 
dates because they are generally 
riclriir n nd make heavy demands 
cm capital. 

Ten years ago, Hanson began 
in ve stin g in the United Sta t es. 
Forbes magazine now ranks Han- 
son Dust 38th among the 100 larg- 
est foreign investors in the United 
States. Hanson Industries Inc., the 
company's U.S. bedding subsidiary, 
has spent more than $300 wifllion 
— most of it borrowed from U.S. 
Kank* — on five major U5. acqui- 
sitions. 

“We intend to get larger” in the 
United States “and n pntmna this 


investment along the lines we al- 
ready have,” Sr James Hanson, the 
founder and chairman, said at the 
comp an y's in London. 

Last year the U.S. operations 
produced almost 58 poxent of 
Hans on ’Dust’s $1014 million in 
pretax profits and almost 67 per- 
cent of its S1J95 billion in sales. 
Hanson Industries Fo rtune 

magazine's list of the United 
States' largest 500 industrial corpo- 
rations in 1982. 

Sir James, 61, predicted that the 
company would make a .significant 
acquisition in the United States 
within a year. 

“We’d like to fed we kept a 50- 
50 balance between assets and 
profits in the U.K. and the U.S-,” 
he said. “Having made very large 
investments in the United King- 
dom, we have dearly changed the 

halanra QQ the Pd like tO 

think that within the next 12 
months we win have gpne in the 
other direction.” Sir James said 
that, while he constantly studies 
takeover options, do particular 
U.S. acquisition was under negotia- 
tion now. 

Of particular interest to Hanson 
Trust is the booming US. leisure 
industry, from which several sub- 
sidiaries are reaping increasing 
profits. “I think the service and/or 
leisure industries are undoubtedly 
areas well be looking at,” Sr Gor- 
don White, chairman of Hanson 
Industries, said on a recent trip to 
London. 

The Endicoa Johnson Corp^ a 
Hanson subsidiary based in Endi- 
cott. New York, is one of the larg- 
est U.S. shoe manufacturers, witii 
700 retail outlets. It was part of the 
McDonough Ox, which Hanson 
bought two years ago for S 1 $0 mfl- 
Hoo. Another Hanson company, 
the Chicago-based interstate Unit- 
ed Carp^ acquired for $30 million 
in 1977, supplies food for sports 
stadiums, schools, factories and 
other outlets. 

Other Hanson subsidiaries in the 
United States are Carisbrook In- 
dustries InCn winch manufactures 
yams and fabrics; Hygrade Food 
Products, which makes Ball Park 
frankfurters and West Virginia 
brand and bacon: and the

tool manufacturer. Hanson’s first 
UJ5. purchase, Seacoast Products 
Inc., is the second-largest U.S. pro- 
ducer of fish meal. 

Hanson’s operating methods are 
dear-cut. analysts say. Capital 
spending, without exception, must 
be approved by the head office. 
Managers receive performance-re- 
lated bonuses. Two employees 
work full time seeking takeover tar- 
gets. 

Hanson’s most recent and most 
expensive purchase was United 
Drapay Stores, which it bought in 
April with a stock swap bid valued 
at £260 milli on after a four-month 
battle with a consortium of institu- 
tions favored by United Drapery 
Stores’ management The consor- 
tium’s supporters were reportedly 
<somewhat warv of Hanson. 

“Almost every year, Hanson 
makes an acquisition and then 
chops it into pieces, putting the bits 
under different divisions or selling 
them off,” said an analyst who 
asked not to be identified. 

The example freshest in the 
minds of many observers is British 
Ever Ready, for which Hanson 
paid £95 million early last year. 
Hanson has since recouped more 
than half of its expenditure by clos- 
ing and selling off weaker parts of 
the company, notably the Europe- 
an battery business, which it sold to 
DuraccQ Inc. for $60 million. 

Likely candidates for divestiture 
from United Drapery Stores are 
the Richard Shops and John Col- 
lier clothing chains, which analysts 
say could bring at least £90 million. 


U.K. Agency 
Will Probe 
Unit of Ford

LONDON — The Office of Fair 
Trading will investigate Ford Mo- 
tor Co.’s British suhadiaiy far anti- 
competitive practices, Gordon Bar- 
rie, the director-general of fair 
trading, announced Wednesday. 

He said the office will investigate 
whether the subsidiary’s method of 
granting copyright licenses for 
making or sdting spare parts pre- 
vents competition in the marled for 
replacement parts for Ford vehicles 
in Britain. 

The British Competition Act sets 
no time Until on tbe investigation, 
although the office is reqinred to 
complete it as quickly as possible. 
It can recommend the case to the 
Monopolies Commission far fur- 
ther investigation. 

A Ford spokesman declined 
comment on the office’s statement 

A Fair Trade Office spokesman 
said its investigation is likely to 
take at least six months because of 
the complexity of the auto parts 
industry. 

Before the government could 
take action, however, the Monopo- 
lies Commission would have to 
complete a subsequent inquiry. 
Such investigations usually lake six 
months. 

If the Monopolies Commission 
decided that Ford was acting 
against the public interest, the 
Trade and Industry Department 
would ask the company to modify 
its practices or issue an order 
against t h*m-

OUT ON A LIMB 

By Shirley MacLaine. 372 pp. SI 5.95. 
Bantam, 666 Fifth Avenue, New York, M Y. 
10103 .

S HIRLEY MacLaine’s third book relives, 
reports on, the experiences that led her, 
“gentry but firmly," to embrace concepts she 
formerly derided, concepts “about the connec- 
tion between mind, body and spirit" that even- 
tually “enabled (her) to get on with the rest of 
(her) life as an almost transformed human 
being." 

. As she learns about reincarnation, spirit 
guides, astral projection, extraterrestrial inter- 
Yoatkms, it is her own skepticism, her persis- 
tent questioning, that lends credence enough to 
keep us reading. 

Aspects of the book’s find three quarters 
irritate; die last quarter is worth the whole 
bumpy toad. Lines from the 1934 movie “The 
Black. Cat” kept coming to mind: David Man- 
nas says to Bela Lugosi, Tm getting fed up 
with aO this metaphysical baloney!" To which 
Lugosi slowly replies, “Metaphysical, perhaps. 
Baloney, perhaps not" 

To Mi ns in on her ba 
and ponderings dming 
MacLaine uses such devices as: 
life drifted in and oat of my mind, 
hard to avoid in a book of ini 
there are so many “I 
sound Hke parodies: “Yeah, I fed good, f said, 
partially wondering at the same time what it 
would fed like to fed totally good." 

Ha “inner journey” is by two 

men: Garry, a prominent, married British poli- 
tician with whom she is having an affair, and 
David, a dose friend who was already “into" 
the- subjects that would become the basis for 
this book. 

MacLaine tdls us all about her clandestine 
meetings with Gerry in hotels in various coun- 
tries. At first, she plays analyst with him, 
badgering him to really look at himself and his 
Hfe; lata, as she begins her interest in remcar- 
uation, die is “put off by his put-down” of her 
“by his calling it gtbbensh. n (Gaiy comes off

Eventually the hurts, confusions and frustra- 
tions in the relationship and being “bugged"^ 
by something she "couldn’t touch" lead her to 

ask David — who is "never bugged" — “Why 

doesn’t the world work? And why should that 
get io me? Do you know something I don’t 
know? . ■ ■ I mean, there must be more gang 
on about «ir real purpose in life than Fm aWc 
to see.” 

David shares his knowledge, suggests read- 
ing, answers questions. MacLaine’s inquisitive 
mind opens further with each bode, each dis- 
cussion. As she accepts the idea that she has 
lived before, she seeks information about ha 
past lives from trance channel ers and asks (he 
spirit guides who are coining through these 
cnaimders general metaphysical questions. 

She bears about the existence of twin souls and l 
soul mates and that “Each person knows his * 
owe truth . . . but the only truth that matters 
is the truth of the relationship that one has with 
the source, or the God force." 

Her hunger for understanding more about 
“life and purpose" leads her to join David in 
Peru. High in the Andes, she has an out-of- 
body experience (beautifully described), no 
longer leasts the idea that extraterrestrials 
have helped and are helping people on this 
planet, and teams that she is chosen to write 
this book to share her knowledge. 

“Could it even be that people who claimed 
to have had trips in spacecraft were tefling the 
truth — even though their stories ended up in 
the National Enquirer?" she asks.

I T is said of Arthur Balfour, 
a thoughtful man who was 
Britain’s Prime Minis ter early 
in this century, that he once 
arrived at a dinner party and 
spent twenty mwmiea hr the 
lobby pondering. It seems he 
was trying to think of a logical 
reason for ascending the dou- 
ble staircase by the left route 
rather than die right or vice 
versa. Conscious dr his conser- 
vative heritage as a scion of the 
Cedi family that had helped 
lead England since the days of 
the first Elizabeth, he probably 
decided to go to the right 
Bridge declarers coocemed 
about a pasteboard queen of- 
ten give the dunce of lrft or 
right considerable thought, al- 
though twenty minutes would 
ce rt ainl y be rega r ded as exces- 
sive. There are often same 
technical or psychological 
dues, but they may be very 
slender. 

If <me opponent produces 
some high cards ana has not 
bid, the missing queen is Kkety 
to be an the other side of the 
table. Similarly, if one oppo- 
nent is known to have length in 
some other suit, he tends not to 
have the card we seek. If all 
else fails, play the opening 
leader for the queen, since he 
might have ted the suit with a 
worthless holding. 

The acknowledged expert in 
queen-guessing was P. Hal 
Sims, who claimed that he nev- 
er misguessed. Some of his 
friends pre pare d a trap for 
him, convinced that they could 
fool him. He was invited to sit 
at the table and. aofcwri to guess 
which opponent held the 
queen. Afta staring at each 


opponent suspiciously for 
three minutes he growled, 
“Goddammit, they’ve both got 
the queen!" And he was right. 

If <me were allowed to have 
a pinched gaesser, Sims would 
have been in great demand. 
The British team could have 
made good use of his talents in 
the final stages of the Europe- 
an Championships in Oslo, 
Norway, in 1938. 

Britain, Italy and France 
were contending far the title, 
and the diagramed deal oc- 
curred in the Britain-France 
match- It featured one at the 
strangest coincidences in 
bridge history, for both East 
players, Terence Reese for 
Britain and Pierre Jais chose a 
bizarre psychic crvercafl: one 
spade with die East hand over 
an opening of one dub.

East 
stalled with one no- trump, 
planning to retreat next to 
beans, but South did not no- 
trump, an unusual cue-bid. 
This showed a desire to play 
game or slam rather than exact 
a penalty.

Cheap Peso Lures US. Producers 
To Mexico

M exico city — The ho- 
tels in Mexico City’s Zona 
Rosa are crammed with Ameri- 
can moviemakers this summer. 
Directors and producers who 
usually ply their trade north of 
the border have, instead, flocked 
south this year. 

They have been attracted, first 
and foremost, by the devaluation 
of the peso, now at approximate- 
ly 150 to the dollar. 

“We made ‘YeHowbeanf for 
58 million,’’ said John Daley, 
chairman of Hemdale, a partner 
Of Orion on “YeHowbeard,” a 
spoof of pirate movies. “Our orig- 
inal budget was $12 million.” 

Between last fall and next 
Christmas, more a dozen 
U.S. fflma and television movies 
will have been filmed wholly or in 
part in Mexico. “Sadat,” a two- 
hour Operation Prime-Time tele- 
vision movie starring Lou Gos- 
sett Jr. as the late Egyptian 
leader, and “Roses,” a two-hour 
NBC-TV movie based at the life 
of one of the four nuns who was 
murdered in El Salvador, have 
just completed filming . 

At Churubusco Studios, on the 
outskirts of Mexico City, Dino 
Dc Lauren tiis's mammoth trans- 
lation of Frank Herbert’s classic 
science-fiction novel “Dune” has 
taken over all eight stages. “It 
wouldn’t be economically feasi- 
ble to make ‘Dune’ anywhere else 
in the world,” said Gabe tfatrkra, 
a producer who expects to bring 
his own movie, “The Falcon and 
the Snowman,” a true story ctf 
two young American spies, to 
Mexico late in the fall. 
“We’ll make The Falcon and the 
Snowman’ one-third cheaper in 
Mexico ” he said. 

Rflfadla De Lauren tiis, the 
producer of “Dune,” feels that 
her movie has been the catalyst 
for much of the rush to Mexico. 
“The peso has always been low, 
compared to the dollar,” she said. 
“People thought of coming down 
after we proved it was possible.” 

Of the 900 people who have 
worked on “Dune," only 140 
have been non-Mexican. The sav- 


ings in labor costs have been 
enormous. A Mexican driver is 
paid about $200 a week. An 
American teamster earns $1,800. 
The differential between Mexi- 
can and American craftsmen is 
the same, while a Mexican stunt- 
man gas $1,500 a week less than 
his American counterpart. In one 
scene, “Dune" used 2^00 extras 
at a cost of only SI I a day apiece. 

Nor do the American movie 
producers consider Mexican 
craftsmen inferior. ’They have 
terrific wardrobe and prop peo- 
ple, and I have no hesitation on 
Mexican camera crews,” said 
Herb Wallerstein, senior vice 
president of production manage- 
ment at 20th Century-Fox. 

Despite the savings, making 
movies in Mexico is not all torti- 
llas and gravy. Film sent bade to 
the United States for p i dragging 
can be stuck in customs for 10 or 
12 days. At least once a week the 
dec tried ty goes off at Chnnxbusco 
Studios, bringing all Xerox mar 
chmes, power saws, dectric type- 
writers and cameras to a halt for 
several hours. 

“They have a different sense of 
urgency in Mexico,” said Dan 
Blau, the producer of “Sadat.” 
“When a piece of equipment 
breaks down, it won’t get fixed 
easily. We were a picture on the 
move with limited studio time 
and 68 locations. The people were 
very nice, but we were at the mer- 
cy of nature’s dements and social 
unrest — like wanting to use a 
specific location the day it was on 
strike. And if you’re there for 
eight or nine weeks, eventually 
everybody gets tick — violent 
stomach cramps — and can't 
come to work for a day or two.” 

Agreement is unanimous that 
the biggest difficulty is “lan- 
guage.” "The authorities never 
make problems,” said Anuar B&- 
din, a Mexican producer. The 
unions you can deal with. The big 
problem is communication." Ba- 
din is production manager on 
“Dune.” 

The answer, for at least two- 
thirds of the foreigners making 
movies in Mexico, is to hire Paisa, 
a Mexican production-services

company run by Gerald Green, 
an EngKfihman who became a 
Mexican citizen six years ago. 

“Gerald negotiates with the 
unions, gets all the permissions, 
and prepares the budgets which 
induce bis fee,” said Hemdale’s 
Daley.” 

T came to Mexico 1 1 years ago 
to make *Man Friday,’ starring 
Peter O’Toole,” Green said. T 
intended to make it in Hawaii, 
but the budget went up one-half 
million dollars because of Team- 
sters* salaries. I found alternate 
j ungles and beaches at Puerto. Va- 
Harta. On Dune’ we have an 
enormous number of drivers for 
48 weds.” 

“Americans come here and for- 
get they’re not sitting in Holly- 
wood where tbe phones all work,” 
Green said. “They’re not used to 
the petty corruption and the lack 
of cleanliness and the fact people 
here don’t have the same stan- 
dards of excellence and tend to 
improvise a lot with equipment. 
Unless they make allowances, 
the/n have a pretty awful time. 
But if you’re polite and treat peo- 
ple hoe with respect as equals, 
you can have anything you 
want" 

Not all Americans fed it neces- 
sary to use Green’s services. The 
most prestigious of the movies 
currently being filmed in Mexico, 
John Huston’s version of Mal- 
colm Lowry’s novel “Under the 


Volcano,” is a co-production erf 
the Mexican government And 
Paramount arid 20th Century- 
Fox have preferred to negotiate 
on their own. “I married my wife 
in Mexico 28 years ago,” said 
Fox’s WaUerstem. “Go anywhere 
with IQQ Americans and youTl be 
beset with high bills. Don’t go 
down as a gringo, and every- 
thing's terrific.” 

But questions are being raised. 
Alberto Isaac, director of the 
Mexican Cinematographic Insti- 
tute, is disturbed because: “At 
the higher levd, Mexican talezit is 
not being used. Our writers, di- 
rectors and cinematographers are 
frustrated. If conditions change, 
American prodneers will fly away 
to the next country that provides 
things cheaper, and it will leave 
the local film industry in bad 
shape. What wiQ happen to us is 
.what happened to Yugoslavia, It- 
aly and Spain when the American 
fihnmaken left.” 

“In terms of earning power, 
Mexican film industry workers 
are princes of the country.” 
Green said. “Literally, every 
member of the unions here is 
working, so the pni*T of labor 
and mstteriale are starting to go 
up. If Mexico isn’t careful, Amer- 
ican and European filmmakers 
wiU come for the next two years. 
Then it will be too expensive, and 
they’ll Gock somewhere dse."
